Library Index 
Shows 30 Point 
Circulation Gain 

Sierra Madre Public Li¬ 
brary’s "circulation index” 
is approximately 30 points 
ahead of the national av¬ 
erage, according to statistics 
presented to the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Library Board by Robert 
Ragsdale, city librarian. The 
circulation trend locally has 
been sharply up during the 
past two years, while the 
national trend has gradual¬ 
ly decreased since 1965. 

Using national public li¬ 
brary circulation for the 
year 1960 as an index base 
of 100, the American Li¬ 
brary Association reports 
yearly an index figure for 
public library circulation 
as compared with the 1960 
figure. The highest national 
Lndex was ll’T in 1965; it 
declined to 114 in 1966 and 
112 in 1967. 

When the Sierra Badre 
Library’s 1960-61 fiscal year 
circulation is used in a sim¬ 
ilar manner as an index 
base of 100, its index figure 
for 1965-66 is 115. For 1966- 
67 it is 131, and for the ur- 
rent year a projected 142. 
The actual local circulation 
statistics for the three years 
were 105,569; 120,171; and 
130,000 projected for this 
year. 

Because of the increasing 
work load at the library, 
the City Council last year 
authorized the hiring of a 
reference librarian to help 
meet the heavier public de¬ 
mands for service. Due to a 
nationwide shortage of 
trained library personnel, 
the position was not filled 
until this week, when Mrs. 
Helen K. Vaughan joined 
the library staff. Mrs. 
Vaughan is a 1968 graduate 
of the library school of Im¬ 
maculate Heart College, and 
has lived in the Hastings 
Ranch area for several 
years.

Dear Editor: 

Americans are shocked to 
find their leaders now fall¬ 
ing victim to the violence 
which has befallen many 
neighborhoods in the coun¬ 
try. One out of three feels 
it is unsafe to walk the 
streets at night for fear of 
violent attack. 

Th«i American govern - 
ment is trying to convince 
the citizens of this coiuntry 
that we can diminish the 
violence by passing stricter 
gun-control laws. Unfor - 
tunately, altog e t h e r too 
many Americans believe 
this will help. There are a 
few, however, who will not 
buy this line, realizing that 
both John and Robert Ken¬ 
nedy would not have been 
killed, had not Lee Harvey 
Oswald and Sirhan Slrhan 
been allowed to enter the 
United States. These same 
people understand that a 
major portion of crimes in 
our country are being com¬ 
mitted by people who have 
a history of crime, such as 
Eric Galt, also known as 
James Earl Ray. 

Those same people be¬ 
lieve that American support 
of both sides in the Mid- 
East crisis can be com¬ 
pared with America’s kill¬ 
ing her own sons in Viet¬ 
nam, and they feel both 
policies are equally sicken¬ 
ing. 'These individuals also 
feel that, for their govern¬ 
ment to finance both crim¬ 
inals and Com m u n 1 s t s 
through the War on Poverty 
is also nauseating. 

We don’t believe that so¬ 
ciety is sick, hut we certain¬ 
ly do feel that people in 
our government who sup¬ 
port many of the Great 
Society’s programs are in¬ 
deed sick. 

The only answer to the 
violence that is being per¬ 
petrated on the American 
citizens and their leaders is 
stricter law enforcement, a 
Supreme Coiurt which fav¬ 
ors the law-abiding rather 
than the criminal, and re¬ 
turning our government to 
the Constitution and the 
Republic which It created. I

A late issue of The Wall Street Journal starts (iff an 
article on electric power rates with the observation, “Elec¬ 
tricity prices keep going down, down, down — and some 
buyers of power keep getting madder and madder. As 
the Journal points out, the average price per kilowatt 
hour of power supplied to residential customers was 2.16 
cents in 1967, 2.37 cents five years before, and 3.22 cents 
just after World War II. Very few commodities or services 
can boast such a record at a time when most other costs 
have gone up, up, up. 

In the light of a long record of declining rates, one 
could reasonably expect that the electric industry would 
be, as it well deserves, virtually immune to charges of 
overpricing. But, it seems that no industry that provides 
such an elemental necessity as electricity to nearly every 
home and business in the land, regardless of its good 
record, can expect to escape the attention of critics who 
seek to make a political issue out of the price of its service.
